CHAPTER XXX. 
Our Lapy oF THE RED MANTLE 


The Second Appearance of the Blessed Virgin in 
St. Francis House, the Convent of the Sisters of the 
Atonement at Graymoor, followed the First Appear- 
ance as described in the last Chapter, after an interval 
of ninety days. The events which culminated in the 
Apparition of Our Lady of the Red Mantle were some- 
what out of the ordinary, and to relate them in the 
order of their happening requires the recalling of the 
days when the Father Founder of the Society of the 
Atonement served as Head, or Superior, of the Associ- 
ate Mission in Omaha, where he resided with his 
clerical companions in St. John’s Clergy House. 

Immediately attached to the Clergy House was the 
principal mission under the care of the Associate 
Clergy, St. John’s, by name. On the Board of Lay- 
Officers connected with the church was Henry Evans. 
In his pastoral ministrations Father Wattson, as he 
was then called, became specially interested in one of 
the daughters of Mr. Evans, Amy, by name, because 
she was an invalid, being afflicted with what is usually 
regarded as an incurable organic disease, that of 
valvular heart trouble. Believing that only super- 
natural intervention could restore her to health, Father 
Wattson proposed to Miss Evans that she be anointed 
and, after a novena of prayer, the directions given by 
St. James were carried out as far as they could be by 
the parties concerned: “Js any man sick among you? 
Let him bring in the priests of the Church and let them 


pray over him, anointing him with oil in the Name of 
the Lord. And the prayer of faith shall save the sick 
man; and the Lord shall raise him up: and if he be in 
sins they shall be forgiven him.”—St. James, v, 14, 15. 

The result was an immediate and complete restora- 
tion to health of the sick girl, and along with the heal- 
ing came a Religious Vocation. Amy Evans hence- 
forth desired to be a Sister, but her desire met with the 
strong disapproval of her parents. One afternoon, 
about a month before Father Wattson left Omaha to 
return East, Miss Evans, in stepping off a street car 
was thrown violently to the pavement by the sudden 
starting of the motor, striking her head against the 
curb, and was carried home unconscious and con- 
tinued in that condition for some thirty-six hours. 
The end seemed very near. Death was imminent. 
Again Father Wattson administered Unction, and 
again her recovery was complete. After this second 
well-nigh miraculous recovery of their daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. Evans withdrew their objection to her be- 
coming a Sister. When, a few months later, Mother 
Lurana Mary came to Graymoor, Miss Evans, through 
correspondence with Father Wattson learned of the 
Foundation made by her at Graymoor and was inclined 
to join the Community, but there was one conscientious 
objection that stood in the way. She knew that the 
Sisters of the Atonement said the “Hail Mary” and 
this Miss Evans thought she could not do. She reasoned 
in this fashion: “If the Blessed Virgin could hear all 
the ‘Hail Marys’ that are constantly addressed to her 
from every part of the world, she could not be any- 
thing short of God. For her, therefore, to recite the 
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Hail Mary would be 
an act of idolatry 
and that of course 
she must not be 
guilty of.” All argu- 
ments addressed to 
her to the contrary 
by Father Wattson 
through correspond- 
ence proved futile. 


A TELEGRAM 


But on February 
20th, 1900, Mr. Fred- 
erick G. Lamb, Su- 
perintendent of the 
Western Union Tele- 
graph Company in 
Omaha, sent a tele- 
gram to Fr. Wattson, 
stating that he had 
been requested by 
Miss Amy Evans to 
ask his prayers for 
her father, who had 
been stricken down 
with double pneu- 
monia and for her sister, Emily, who was dying. 

Father Wattson was then living in the dilapidated 
paint shop he had named, “Palace of Lady Poverty,” 
and which is now incorporated in the beautiful Chapel 
of St. Elizabeth, Graymoor Village. After praying for 
a while he sat down and wrote the following letter: 
Dear Amy: 


I have had your letter on my table waiting its turn 
to be answered for several days and now this afiernoon 
comes Mr. Lamb’s telegram, asking for prayers for 
Emily and your father. 

I at once laid this dispatch on the altar here in my 
own tiny oratory, not only praying directly to God, but 
addressing the Blessed Virgin, | said: “O Holy Mary 
Mother of God, this message, which has come to me 
from fifteen hundred miles away, 1 now send on to you 
asking you to intercede, even as they asked me; if my 
prayers are of any value to prevail with God, how much 
more are yours, O Holy Mother of Jesus, and, by His 
Last Will and Testament on the Cross, our Mother 
too.” (See John xix:26, 27.) Presently I will go down 
to St. Francis’ House for Vespers, and then I will lay 
the telegram at the foot of the altar in the chapel of 
Our Lady of the Angels. 


Immediately upon reaching the Convent, Father 
Wattson summoned the Sisters into the Chapel and ad- 
dressed them as follows: 


“Now is our opportunity! Miss Evans desires to 
become a Sister of the Atonement and is only 
prevented because she does not believe Our Blessed 
Lady can hear prayers. Nevertheless, she has faith 
enough in my prayers to wire me half way across the 
continent to pray for the restoration of her father and 
sister. We will send this telegram on to Our Lady and 
I beg you to intercede with the Mother of God to show 

young woman that she can hear prayers.”

Before Father Wattson’s letter actually reached 
Omaha, Miss Evans dispatched a note to Graymoor 
which conveyed the rather astounding news that her 
father had actually returned to his work and that her 
sister had astonished the doctors by a sudden change 
for the better, when blindness and swelling of the 
limbs indicated an imminent approach of death. Both 
Mr. Evans and his daughter Emily visited Graymoor 
several years later in perfect health. 

Yet, in spite of this remarkable demonstration of the 
efficacy of Our Lady’s intercession, Miss Evans did 
not at once overcome her doubts and disbeliefs, but 
helped by the Poor Clare Nuns in Omaha, whom she 
visited, full faith in the Blessed Virgin finally came 
to her. 

On the date of August 26th, Father Wattson wrote 
to her, as follows: 

Your letter came to me on the octave day of the 
Feast of the Assumption, and it was Our Lady’s 
answer to my oft-repeated request that she would by 
her power with God bring you at last to see and believe 
that she was your own dear Mother in Heaven, and all 
these months and years has been watching over you 
with a mother’s tenderest love and care. Now you are 
convinced of this, and I am so glad. Our dear Lord 
Himself will mean more to you now that He has en- 
riched your spiritual life with the added devotion and 
love you will henceforth increasingly exercise toward 
His Virgin Mother. It makes me very happy-to think 
of your coming to Graymoor so soon, and I trust indeed 
your father will be able to obtain for you a pass. 


A MipniGHt APPEARANCE ON THE FEAST 
OF CANDLEMAS 


Miss Evans reached Graymoor on December 29th 
of that same year, 1900. And straightaway she be- 
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came a Postulant of the little Community. St. Francis 
House was too small for the Postulants to be assigned 
to rooms (or cells as they are called in a convent). 
Even to this day the Postulants and Novices sleep in 
dormitories, each being assigned to a cubicle, screened 
off by hanging curtains from the spaces occupied in 
like manner by their companions. So the Postulant 
from Omaha found herself the occupant at night of 
one of these cubicles in the attic of the Convent. On 
February lst, acting as Sacristan, she had made ready 
the Convent Chapel for the celebration on the follow- 
ing morning of the Feast of Candlemas, or the Purifica- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin. Retiring to rest rather 
fatigued from the labors of a busy day she was soon 
sound asleep. It was then as it still is, the Rule of the 
Convent that all lights shall be out at 9:30. Some- 
time during the course of the night the Postulant awoke 
and to her amazement her cubicle was full of light 
and in the midst of this refulgence she saw standing 
beside her bed the Blessed Virgin, whom she described 
the next day to Mother Lurana and Father Wattson 
as wearing a red mantle worn over an inner dress or 
tunic of blue. Her face and 

golden hair shone radiantly and 


that the lady wore a “red mantle” over a blue tunic.” 
Mother Lurana upon receiving Miss Evans’ account of 
the apparition was swift to recognize the significance 
of the “red mantle,” that it was in special honor of the 
Precious Blood of the Atonement she had worn such 
a mantle on this occasion. 

After receiving an account of what we have just 
related a devout Poor Clare Nun in Belgium wrote to 
a member of the Society, giving expression to her joy, 
for she had long been praying that somewhere in the 
world the Blessed Virgin would appear clothed in a 
red mantle in honor of the Precious Blood of the 
Atonement.

MOTHER LURANA A POTENT ADVOCATE FOR

“A Lamp Reader,” New York City: I would like to report 
two favors we have received, each one coming immediately 
after a visit to the tomb of Mother Lurana.

Amelia was published and is here 
reproduced : 


“One night in February, 1901, 
I was awakened after I had been 
in bed a short time. At first 1 
thought I had been called by the 
House-caller, but when I opened 
my eyes the cell was light (but 
not daylight) and in the opposite 
corner stood a most Beautiful 
Lady. She had on a blue tunic 
and red mantle, and in her left 
hand she had a heart, which she 
was holding toward me. My first 
thought was, | was dreaming, but 
when she disappeared the cell was 
in darkness and I lay awake some 
time, but feeling sure it was Our 
Lady who had come to show me 
she loved me and that I was to 
love her more. I had never seen 
her represented as I saw her that 
night nor have I seen her since 
and have always been looking for 
a card or painting of her like it.”

CHAPTER XV. 


THERESA AT THE BEDSIDE OF THE 
DyiInG 


We continue the narrative sent us 
by Herr von Lama and taken from 
his Annals of Theresa Neumann for 
the year 1936. 

The summer months passed as 
usual. The period from the Friday 
sufferings up to the Feast of the 
Sacred Heart, Theresa spent partly 
at home, partly elsewhere. Then 
the visiting tourists came back 
again, reaching a total of three 
hundred persons on August 6th. 
From the report of that day’s visit 
I quote a fact which is well known 
to every visitor in Konnersreuth: 
“There is nowhere the smallest 
modern comfort. Everything has 
remained as it was in this lonely 
and hardly-ever-visited spot, where 
agriculture and active peasantry 
alone determine the work-a-day 
program.” 

It is well known that Theresa 
Neumann can always be found at 
every death bed in her native vil- 
lage. This was the case with the 
demise of Mrs. Frieda Rosner, 
whose motherly care I (Von Lama) 
had enjoyed for years during my 
visits in Konnersreuth. Let us take 
a look into such a sick-room at the 
time when the soul leaves its 
earthly shell to appear before the 
Divine Judge, conducted thither by 
the helpful interest of Theresa. 


A Priest TELLS THE Story: 


“Mrs. Rosner had been ill since 
January and there was no hope for 
her. It was she whom Theresa 
visited in the hospital on Easter 
Monday. Now the patient had come 
back home to die. Every day I vis- 
ited her in her illness. Every time 
she asked me: “Please give me the 
blessings for the sick.” Gladly did 
I consent to this pious wish. 

“On Saturday the priest of the 
parish heard Mrs. Rosner’s confes- 
sion and on Sunday morning her 
Pastor brought her Holy Commun- 
ion. On Monday morning, July 20, 
after Mass, the Pastor was called 
to this dying woman, bringing her 


viaticum, while I remained, saying 
my breviary. Theresa Neumann 
was already in the room, but left it 
repeatedly. apparently because J, 
being a stranger, made her some- 
what ill at ease. She wanted to 
pray ejaculations with the dying 
woman and preferred to do this 
alone. I went out into the hall. 
These ejaculations I observed to be 
the usual invocations to Our Sav- 
iour, His Blessed Mother, the 
Guardian Angels and the Saints; 
short prayers taken from her 
prayer book or as they arose in her 
heart, all suited to elicit confidence 
in God, subjection to the will of 
God and readiness for death, con- 
trition and purpose of amendment 
in the heart of the dying, who was 
fully conscious. About nine o’clock 
Theresa recalled the parish priest, 
who had left. He came at once and 
I too was asked to enter the room 
of the dying woman. I readily fol- 
lowed the invitation and was al- 
lowed to witness a most elevating 
scene and salutary experience as 
well as a lesson at the death of a 
human being. 

“There were in the room her hus- 
band, her children, her relatives 
and some friends, among them 
Theresa’s sister, altogether about 
fifteen persons. The Pastor stood 
at the head of the bed, praying with 
the dying, preparing her for an- 
other absolution, and finally the 
blessing, followed by the prayers 
“Commendatis animae.”’ Theresa 
stood next to her, lighting a blessed 
candle which she gave to the dying 
to hold in her right hand, while 
putting a crucifix in her left. 

“Father Naber was not yet fin- 
ished with the prayers of the dying 
when suddenly Theresa drew in her 
hands, lifted them up to the height 
of her shoulders and was in ec- 
stasy. The Pastor pointing to Mrs. 
Rosner, said: “Now she is dead and 
stands before the Savior.” He 
broke off the prayers and turned 
towards Theresa. He turned her 
somewhat towards us, so that we 
could see her face better. ‘‘Look,” 
he said to the bystanders, “how en- 
trancing this vision is! She will 
tell us presently what she now sees. 
The visible facts of this scene, as 


far as weak words can describe it, 
were as follows: Theresa’s eyes 
glowed and her whole face was 
radiant. There was a vital tension 
in her look as if centered on some- 
thing which our eyes could not see. 
She looked straight ahead, then 
towards the left, then towards the 
right and then downward. Now she 
made a sorrowful face when she 
looked down towards the recently 
deceased. Then she folded her 
hands together, lifted up her eyes 
towards heaven with a supplicating 
look; and with this the vision came 
to an end. 

“Then followed that touching 
condition, or trance-like state, in 
which Theresa replied to the ques- 
tions of the Pastor regarding her 
vision. He asked: ‘Theresa, what 
did you see?’ ‘I saw the Saviour,’ 
was her reply. Then she related in 
her own childlike language the con- 
tent of the vision, but soon the con- 
dition of exalted rest came over 
her. Theresa inclined her head ap- 
parently, and went to sleep. The 
Pastor and her sister supported her 
and sat her in a chair. After a few 
minutes of rest she arose and re- 
turned at once to her normal state. 
She rubbed her eyes with her hands 
like someone who had just awak- 
ened from sleep. She looked around 
in astonishment, saw the Pastor, the 
bystanders and finally the dead 
woman, whom she took by the hand 
and said: ‘Dead already!’ 


“Now, AT THE Request oF HER 
Pastor, SHE RELATED THE CoNn- 
TENT OF THE DEATH VISION. 


The Lord had come and with 
Him two brothers of the deceased, 
both of them having been killed in 
the World War. Besides these, 
four little children came with Our 
Lord, went quite close to Mrs. Ros- 
ner, and three others somewhat 
further away. The Guardian Angel 
was there, too. The Lord said 
something to the soul. The soul 
thereupon was sad that she could 
not go along at once with Our Lord 
into heaven, but had to go to Pur- 
gatory first. Thereupon the soul 
looked appealingly and with folded 
hands to Theresa to ask Our Lord 
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for mercy. Then it was that Ther- 
esa also folded her hands and ap- 
pealed for mercy. 

“The relatives of the deceased 
explained the four children of the 
dead woman, one who had died at 
birth, the three others who had died 
in infancy. The time for these 
three states of Theresa was about 
ten or twelve minutes, including the 
narration. Father Naber now said 
the prayers for the dead and re- 
turned to the rectory, while Ther- 
esa tried to console the 
weeping relatives. ‘She

All were bright. They were his 
wife, two little children and his son, 
who fell in the World War. They 
greeted the father, but then they 
disappeared and he was left alone. 
His figure was dull, grayish. With 
a look of indescribable sadness, he 
gazed after the departing forms 
while he was forced to remain in 
the place of purgation. Theresa 
broke into sobs.”

souls is darker in some cases, in 
others of a lighter coloring. In dis- 
tinction to the Poor Souls, she de- 
scribes the saints as “bright, pure 
figures of light.” Once she said to 
Dr. Gerlich: “The saints can pray 
for the Poor Souls, but they can no 
longer atone and gain merit for 
them. That is what we must do. 
We are in the fortunate position of 
being able to take their suffering 
upon ourselves, to some extent at 
least. Many Poor Souls must suf- 
fer at the places where 
they died, or where they 





died a good death,’ she 


said. To Mr. Rosner 
she said: ‘I told you 
yesterday that she would 
die today. I knew it.’ 


Then she took the hand 
of the dead woman’s sis- 
ter and led her to the 
room of her 80-year-old 
mother, who was _ par- 
alyzed and _ bed-ridden 
for some years. Here 
she informed her of the 
death of her daughter, 
consoled the sorrowing 
mother and told her how 
her daughter, Frieda, 
died and what she had 
seen. Soon after the lay- 
ing out of the body, 
Theresa returned with 
some flowers. Two days 
later was the funeral. 
Father Naber sang High 
Mass and the other 
priests Low Masses at 
side altars. In his eulogy 
the Pastor mentioned 
how beautiful it was to 
see, when Our Lord 
came to receive the soul 
that went to meet Him.” 


In “Further Chronicles 
of Theresa Neumann,’ L. 
(Page 198) Von Lama 
relates a death scene at 
Konnersreuth somewhat 
similar to the one just described: 

“On October 5, 1928, there died 
in Konnersreuth an agricultural 
counselor, a man of 71 years. Ther- 
esa accompanied the parish priest 
to the deathbed and prayed the 
prayers for the dying with him. At 
the moment of the man’s death she 
became ecstatic. She saw shining 
figures come toward the man’s soul, 
a woman's figure followed by those 
of two children and a young man.

especially during November, the 
month of the Poor Souls, but they 
occur at other times in connection 
with the death of individuals. On 
All Souls’ Day of 1928, Theresa 
was allowed in two visions to de- 
scend into Purgatory. She stood in 
the midst of the suffering souls of 
whom some begged for her inter- 
cession and help. She described the 
place as dreary and dark, remarking 
that the glow emanating from the 


sinned. For instance, the 
one who stood in front 
of the church during 
divine service now 
desires to enter the

Theresa says the real 
pain of the Poor Souls is 
one of desire, of yearn- 
ing. If she consents to 
suffer for a soul in Pur- 
gatory, this pain of de- 
sire is manifested in her 
in a most distressing 
manner. She wrings her 
hands, stretches them 
upward and cries out, 
again and again, “Help 
me, help me! I cannot 
endure it any longer!” 
After many hours of this 
torture, she seems sud- 
denly to be wafted up- 
ward. Her face that 
was distorted by anguish 
takes on a look of peace: 
she sees the soul for 
which she atoned as it is 
admitted into heaven 
and now she too can 
rest. 


“There is not enough 
praying for the Poor 
Souls,” says Theresa, 
“especially for priests 
and religious. People 
imagine priests and religious are 
sure to enter Heaven soon after 
they die, but that is not true. The 
more grace one receives, the more 
is demanded of one.” 

By her willingness to suffer and 
pray on their behalf she frequently 
releases souls from Purgatory. One 
of these was the father of a priest 
who had been in Purgatory for 48 
years, and, if no special help was 
given him, would have two more 
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years to suffer. Theresa effected 
his immediate release. 

When suffering for the Souls in 
Purgatory, she reveals the peculiar 
faults and defects which the de- 
ceased had during their lifetime. It 
happened when she did penance for 
a miser, she became very stingy. 
She was cranky and fretful and 
said: ‘Where is my money?” And 
peevishly continued: “My whole 
fortune is gone. You see how one 
goes from feathers to straw.”’ Once 
Theresa suffered for a soul who 
was in Purgatory particularly be- 
cause of impatience. While under- 
going vicarious suffering for this 
soul, this impatience was mani- 
fested in her. Nothing pleased her. 
She opposed all things. Again and 
again she said: “I do not like that.” 
She prayed loudly, screamed even, 
and then her pain was changed in- 
to a great desire for union with 
Jesus. Finally, she saw the liber- 


ated soul enter Heaven in the shape 
of a white, gleaming figure, the 
while she cried out continually: 
“With! with! with!” 

The most extraordinary case on 
record regarding this type of suf- 
fering is related in Von Lama’s 
“Chronicles for 1930.” 


Rev. P. Schleinkofer, C.SS.R., a 
Bavarian Redemptorist, popular and 
well-known preacher, had died in 
his monastery at Cham, Upper 
Pfalts, on January 8, 1929. Father 
Naber had some very friendly re- 
lations with the departed. Hence, 
he asked Theresa Neumann for a 
special prayer and even to offer her 
suffering in his behalf. Theresa 
had seen his soul in the flames of 
Purgatory. She refused, and an- 
swered: “God does not yet wish me 
to pray and do penance for this 
soul.” However, she encouraged 
the Pastor, together with the friends 





and relatives to continue praying 
for the departed. Three weeks 
later, Theresa Neumann received 
permission from God to do penance 
for the soul of Father Schleinkofer. 
She suffered terribly. Then this 
soul was raised to a great longing 
for God and for Heaven. A few 
days later, in the presence of 
Father Naber and Benefiziat Haertl, 
the stigmatist suddenly called out 
from her bed of pain: “The Rev- 
erend Schleinkofer comes! The 
Reverend Schleinkofer comes!” He 
thanked Theresa Neumann very 
much for this sign of love which 
she had given him and he encour- 
aged her to continue praying for the 
poor souls.* Then Theresa Neu- 
mann saw the soul of Father 
Schleinkofer enter Heaven, where 
his father and mother met him.

A Saintly Follower of St. Francis 


In the cemetery of Assisi lies the 
body of a daughter of Holland: her 
soul lives with God. Morning, noon 
and evening the sound of the bells 
of San Francesco, floats over her 
grave, filling the air with the praise 
of the Seraphic Father St. Francis, 
whom she loved so well, and who 
together with St. Clare, had be- 
come to her devout soul a heavenly 
Guide, leading her in the way of 
an entire abandonment of herself 
to the love of Jesus crucified. 


Louise Marie Elizabeth Lamour 
was born in Haredrwyk, Holland, 
on March 1, 1903. From her early 
years she was gifted not only with 
an amiable, vivacious character but 
with a keen intelligence and artistic 
temperament. With brilliant suc- 
cess she gained the baccalaureate 
in the University of Utrecht and 
then went to the University of Ley- 
den where, within two years, she 
passed her examinations for the 
doctorate in letters. Yet her aca- 
demic successes never spoiled the 
simplicity of her character nor the

devotion with which she always 
thought of the well-being of others 
rather than of herself. In her 
home-life she was a _ devoted 
daughter and sister. In a special 
manner, her sympathy went out to 
the children of the poor, and in 
particular to the children of the 
Zingari, for whose welfare and in- 
struction she worked for several 
years until her physical strength 
failed her. Still more remarkable 
was her life-long aversion to criti- 
cizing other people or speaking un- 
kindly of them. 

It was about four years before 
her death that the reading of the 
Imitatio Christi, turned her thoughts 
to the cultivation of a deeper spir- 
itual life. As she once said, “she 
had learned at the university to 
appreciate the golden book of 
Thomas a Kempis, as a literary 
classic: now it became as a voice 
calling her to another life—a life 
of union with God. From that time 
she wished to learn of the Wisdom 
of the Saints, “not that I shall ever 


be a saint”; she added in her deep 
humility. “J can hope only to fol- 
low them at a distance, a long way 
behind.” Yet as she had formerly 
given herself whole-heartedly to 
the acquisition of secular knowl- 
edge, now with the same whole- 
hearted eagerness she sought to 
learn the wisdom of the Saints: and 
as far as she could, to conform her 
life to their teaching. 

In the early Summer of 1936 she 
visited Assisi on her way to Rome. 
That visit marked a new stage in 
her spiritual life. Like a thirsty 
soul she drank in the spirit of the 
place—the spirit of St. Francis and 
St. Clare. One morning, kneeling 
in prayer in the dormitory of St. 
Clare in San Damiano, on the spot 
where the Saint died, a new en- 
lightenment came to her soul. From 
that moment she had but one dom- 
inating thought and desire—to im- 
molate herself in the spirit of St. 
Clare, that Christ might live in her. 
After her death, her mother, speak- 
ing of that visit of her daughter to 
Assisi in 1936, remarked: “Lou 
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returned home a changed being.” 
In truth, Louise Lamour found her 
life that day in San Damiano, as 
centuries before, St. Francis had 
found his true life at that same 
sacred sanctuary. From now on- 
wards she lived to know and to 
learn to love Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified. 

She had always been of a happy 
disposition: now she manifested a 
deeper happiness notwithstanding 
that from this time of her visit to 
San Damiano, her life was one of 
constant physical suffering and in- 
creasing physical weakness. Yet in 
spite of her physical weakness and 
suffering, she never allowed her- 
self to relax her spiritual exercises 
or domestic duties: only she no 
longer had the strength to continue 
her work for the children of the 
Zingari. 

In April, 1937, she again visited 
Assisi, with the purpose of passing 
three weeks there in learning more 
of the spirit of St. Francis and St. 
Clare. For months she had looked 
forward to renewing her spirit in 
that home of St. Clare, San Dami- 
ano, which had become so dear to 
her, and where she had found her 
true life. On her arrival in Assisi 
it was evident that her physical 
strength was nearly exhausted. Yet 


she was as a happy child, glad to 
be at home again. Her Spiritual 
Director, seeing her exhaustion, 
bade her not to attempt to rise for 
early Mass, nor to make any formal 
spiritual exercises which would tire 
her. She was disappointed. But 
when he told her it would be more 
pleasing to God if she took a com- 
plete rest, she smiled and replied: 
“In that case, I will be lazy and 
rest as you tell me.” 

The end came swiftly. At the 
end of a week it was necessary to 
remove her to the hospital in As- 
sisi; and then to the hospital in 
Perugia for special treatment. The 
day after her transference to the 
hospital in Assisi, she complained 
of the pains in her head which gave 
her no rest. Her Spiritual Director 
told her that Christ suffered even 
more in His sacred head when the 
soldiers crowned Him with thorns 
and pressed the thorns into His 
head. She replied: “Yes, He suf- 
fered more. I must be patient.” 
Before the arrival of her parents 
she longed much for the comfort of 
their presence. Yet once she re- 
buked herself for this longing. She 
murmured: “We are too earthly!” 
and with exquisite resignation, re- 
signed herself to her suffering. 

She died in the hospital in Pe- 


rugia on the evening of April 27th. 


On her last journey from the Capu- 
chin Church in Assisi, where her 
body had lain before the Blessed 
Sacrament since the previous eve- 
ning, she was accompanied to her 
grave by Friars and Nuns from 
various religious houses in the 
city; and, as if in remembrance of 
her work for the poor children of 
the Zingari in Holland—-by a large 
band of poor children, carrying 
wreaths of flowers. 


So she came to her last earthly 
resting place in the city where she 
had left her heart the previous 
year. 


On the upper part of the marble 
slab which encloses her tomb, is 
engraved the figure of the crucified, 
with the words :““Amor Meus cruci- 
fixus est.” (My Love was cruci- 
fied.) Beneath is the simple in- 
scription: Louise (Lou) Lamour, 
Clandese: pia pellegrina in Assisi.” 


Amongst those who prayed by 
her coffin as her body lay in the 
Capuchin Church in Assisi, not a 
few prayed for a blessing on them- 
selves: for the rumor had gone 
forth that a young Hollander lady 
of great sanctity had died and was 
awaiting burial in the Church of the 
Capuchins.

inspired by the Holy Spirit to 
follow the example of Gray- 
moor and seek admission to 
the Catholic Church. That 
desire on their part was con- 
summated quickly. 


THe Lamp for December 
carried the following news 
item accompanied by a fine 
picture of the Abbey: 


“Prinknash Priory, 
Gloucestershire, England, the 
home of the Benedictine Com- 
munity who as a body entered 
the Catholic Church in 1913, 
has been raised to the status of 
an Abbey. The decision to con- 
fer abbatial rank on Prink- 
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nash was reached at the 
recent General Chapter 
of the Cassinese Con- 
gregation of Primitive 
Observance of the Bene- 
dictines of Subiaco.” 

The Father General 
of the Society of the 
Atonement visited 
Prinknash while in Eng- 
land, a year ago last 
May, and found the mon- 
astery full to over-flow- 
ing with the members of 
the Benedictine Commu- 
nity which has greatly 
increased in numbers 
since the Corporate Re- 
ception of the Caldey 
Monks in 1913. 

The Benedictine Nuns 
of Milford Haven have 
also prospered and in- 
creased in numbers since 
their reception at about 
the same time. The Most Reverend Francis Mostyn, 
Archbishop of Cardiff, gave the Nuns, after their cor- 
porate reception in the Catholic Church, his own family 
home where the red light before the Blessed Sacra- 
ment had never gone out since before the Reformation. 
That house has had to be enlarged with a new monas- 
tery chapel to accommodate the increased numbers of 
the community which continues to grow and flourish 
under the benediction of the Holy See. 

During the past year two other Anglican Com- 
munities have followed the Graymoor precedent and 
also have been corporately received into the Catholic 
Church. One, a male community, known as the 
Servants of Christ the King, established at Frensham, 
Farnham, in Surrey, England, which made its sub- 
mission only a month or two after having observed the 
Church Unity Octave. The other, a Community of 
Sisters, calling themselves the Society of the Love of 
Jesus. While originating in England this latter com- 
munity came to Canada in 1922 and was established 
in Vancouver, British Columbia.

The Divine Saviour of the World had surely 
come down into our own little Chapel, not to come and go 
as in the days of Simeon, but to stay—God with us on our 
own Altar. No, I cannot tell you all that it means, for I 
feel that all the way down the eternal years the memory 
of that moment, when our Lord took up His abode in our 
little Chapel, will be a distinct joy, and a privilege for which 
we can never cease to thank our Blessed Lord. 

Two weeks later, on the morning of August 14th, His 
Excellency, the Archbishop, said Mass in our Chapel and 
gave to us the Sacrament of Confirmation. Aiso, on that 
day he blessed the Chapel and the Convent, dedicating the 
Chapel to St. Anthony of Padua, our Faithful Friend of the 
last few years, who must have been sharing our joy in 
heaven as he remembered us before the throne of God. His 
Excellency spent the greater part of the morning with us, 
interviewing each Sister and strengthening us by his words 
of instruction and exhortation. We felt with all our hearts

Hitler and Goebels Are Having Their Day 
But the German People Await the Next Day 


AMERICAN VISITOR 


A small army of my cousins live in Germany. They 
are scattered all over the map and they represent every 
shade of Catholicism from piety to indifference. They 
are shopkeepers, bankers, teachers, students, farmers, 
nurses, journalists and children. Since the advent of 
the Nazis I have visited Germany six times and talked 
at great length with my cousins and a great many 
other German Catholics. I have come to the conclu- 
sion that what has happened to my cousins is typical of 
what has happened to the rest of Catholic Germany. 

The attitude of my cousins toward the Govermment 
has been profoundly modified by the events of the last 
three years. Four years ago they were full of enthusi- 
asm for the new regime. The magnetic personality of 
Hitler, glorified by Nazi propaganda, hypnotized and 
blinded them. Burning with indignation at Germany’s 
wrongs, despairing of Germany’s future and their own, 
they turned to him and his promises with renewed 
hope and courage. He was their hero, their savior, 
their champion. Even the murder of Dollfuss and the 
great Party purge did not shake their faith in him. 
Dollfuss, they told me, had been killed by Commun- 
ists in an attempted coup d’etat. Roehm and the rest 
were traitors and degenerates who richly deserved 
their fate. They admitted that individual Jews had 
probably suffered injustice but, on the whole, the Jews 
were getting just what they deserved. 

On the occasion of my next visit I heard a few criti- 
cisms of the Nazis, but Hitler was still the immaculate 
Galahad. Rumor had it that a few priests had been 
punished for publicly defying the Government or vio- 
lating the law. Unfortunate, but what could a Priest 
expect if he did things like that? Some of the local 
Nazi leaders were probably anti-clerical but Hitler was 
sound and would soon bring these hot-heads under 
control. 

One year and a half ago the money-smuggling trials 
were in full blast. Priests and Nuns were being sent- 
enced to long prison terms and enormous fines had 
been inflicted on various religious congregations. I 
found my cousins divided. The majority held that 
the accused were more or less guilty but the fines and 
prison terms were excessive. One, who had not seen 
the inside of a church since the war, maintained that 
the sentences were just in view of the great harm that 
money-smuggling had done to Germany’s precarious 
currency. But his wife, who resented her husband’s 
indifferent Catholicism, thought that the trials were a 
frame-up staged by a Government desperately in need 
of money. 

This year I again visited Germany. When the train 
stopped at the frontier an army of officials swarmed 
on board and confiscated every foreign newspaper in 


the possession of the passengers. The confiscated 
newspapers were full of unsympathetic accounts of the 
immorality trials. Two of the officials asked to what 
town of Germany I was going. They went through my 
luggage with a thoroughness that embarrassed ‘and 
angered the other occupants of the compartment. 

In Frankfurt, I tried to cash a traveller’s check for 
registered marks. The bank clerk scrutinized my pass- 
port and intimated that there was something fishy 
about it. I asked him what was fishy. He insinuated 
that one of the statements in my passport was a lie. I 
replied that it was a matter of indifference to me 
whether he believed it or not. He asked me what I 
intended to do with the marks I was drawing. I sug- 
gested that what I did with my own money was none 
of his business. He said that he had certain suspicions 
on the subject. I put the check back in my pocket 
and said: “The world is a big place, and there are many 
banks in it. I would rather starve than have you cash 
my check. You forget that I am an American. I 
don’t have to take your insolence.” 

A month later I left Germany by way of the Aus- 
trian frontier. The train stopped at Salzburg and all 
the passengers got out for the German frontier con- 
trol. I was about the twentieth in line. Two German 
officials were walking up and down, eyeing the passen- 
gers. When they passed me I heard one of them 
whisper: “We'll have to search this fellow.” When 
my turn came they invited me into a room slightly 
larger than a telephone booth. I was told to take off 
my clothes. They turned my collar inside out, pulled 
out the lining of my hat, examined the soles and lining 
of my shoes, and read all my letters and notes. I 
offered them a cigarette and suggested that they open 
the door to let in some air. Both suggestions were 
turned down. They sweated and grumbled for an 
hour and finally gave up the chase. The impression 
seemed to be that I had something on me but they had 
not been able to find it. 

By this time my readers will have realized that some- 
thing has happened in Germany during the past year. 
I realized it the morning after I had entered Germany. 
I happened to aq — down the main street of a 
certain city in the Rhineland when my eye fel 
of the old Jew-baiting bulletin te Png Agha 
ago, when the Jews were still public enemy No. 1, 
these boards were used for the display of pornographic 
attacks on the Jews. Now the Jews have been suc- 
ceeded by the Catholics. On this particular bulletin 
board was exhibited a very nasty cartoon clipped from

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But I noticed something even more interesting about 
this and the other bulletin boards in Germany. Three 
or four years ago they were invariably surrounded by 
crowds of eager Jew-haters and pornography seekers. 
I passed this particular board eight times in three days 
and never saw a single person looking at it. 

My next surprise came when I called on one of my 
cousins, This one is a teacher. She used to tell me 
that the Government was not opposed to the Church 
and whatever happened was due to the bigotry of 
individual Nazis. This time she said: “This is awful. 
For weeks before the school plebiscites the Catholic 
teachers were terrorized with threats of dismissal if 
they refused to vote the right way. Now our schools 
have been paganized and we are forced to teach the 
most horrible stuff imaginable. Conscience-stricken 
over what is happening to the children entrusted to us, 
our nerves are going to pieces and the hospitals are 
full of teachers with nervous breakdowns. We are in 
atrap. I should like to escape it all by resigning and 
living on my savings in America or England, but if I 
do they will put someone ten times worse in my place 
and in any case I can’t get out of the country because 
Germans are only allowed to take ten marks with them 
when they tross the frontier. Everything you pre- 
dicted two years ago has come true. Our Government 
is the incarnation of Satan and every one is saying that 
Hitler and Goebbels are satanists.” 

Another cousin (the one who hadn’t received the 
Sacraments since the War), drove me to his house, 
removed the telephone from the sitting room to the 
bedroom and said: “John, we are up against it. This 
is the most diabolical persecution in the history of the 
world. Now they have me cornered. Three times they 
have called and asked me why my daughter has not 
joined the Deutsche Maedel. I have evaded them so 
far but next time there will be a showdown.” I said: 
“What will you do?” He said, gripping my wrist: 
“They can ruin me if they like, but I will never let 
them spoil any of my children.” 

I visited some more cousins. One of them was an 
interesting chap whom I had never seen before. On 
previous occasi my cousins had warned me that he 
was a bad Catholic. We walked arm in arm up the 
village street to the principal Wirtshaus. In a room 
adjoining the bar were a dozen of his friends and their 
wives. The conversation immediately turned to the 
religious situation. My cousin held the floor by virtue 
of his tremendous voice and dominant personality. I 
suggested that it might be better to talk quietly. Walls 
have ears. 

With a gesture of impatience he brushed the sug- 
gestion aside. “Everyone in this village knows my 





views, and I don’t mind repeating them because I want 
you to tell the outside world what we Germans are 
thinking. The honor of Germany, for which I fought 
for four years in the front line trenches, has been 
dragged in the gutter by a madman and a gang of 
thieves. We hang our heads in shame at the thought 
of what outsiders are saying of us, but I want you to 
understand that what is happening now in Germany 
does not represent the will of the German people. We 
despise these vermin and bar flies. We are praying 
for the day when they start another war. Then we can 
have arms. 


“Now they have launched a gas attack on the 
Church. I have not been what you would call a pious 
man, but I will certainly fight for my religion when 
scoundrels like these attack it. It makes my blood 
boil to see these Nazi swine emptying the slop jars of 
their minds on Priests and Nuns. Who are they to be 
assuming a holier-than-thou attitude? I knew some of 
them in the war. No vice was too bestial for them, no 
form of filth too revolting. Have they suddenly re- 
formed? Not if I know them. Their vices, natural 
and unnatural, form the principal topic of conversa- 
tion in every town and hamlet. The only place where 
one cannot learn about them is in the newspapers. 
These filthy sheets, the loudspeakers of that arch-liar 
Goebbels, are now blushing with shame over the sup- 
posed immoralities of the Catholic clergy. Some of 
our priests may be stupid or bullheaded, they may be 
harsh or domineering, but they are not immoral. I 
fight with the parish priest but I respect his virtue. You 
may think that because we are compelled to subscribe 
to the Nazi papers we read them. We don’t. We use 
them in our stoves and toilets. No decent-minded 
person reads newspapers in Germany any more, much 
less believes them. The Government can control every- 
thing but our minds.” 


During my month in Germany I talked to a great 
many Catholics from every walk of life and to a large 
number of priests and religious. My impressions were 
everywhere the same. A powerful reaction has set in 
against the Government. The money-smuggling trials, 
priest-communist trials, immorality trials and heaven- 
knows-what other trials, all carefully timed and staged 
and virulently publicized by the Nazi press, have made 
a profound impression on the people. But the impres- 
sion is not the one intended by the Government. In- 
stead of a club the Nazis have created a boomerang. 
They set out to ruin the Church. They have only suc- 
ceeded in destroying the people’s faith in the courts, 
the press, the party and Adolf Hitler.

Our letter, addressed to Twenty-Five Thousand picked Benefactors of Graymoor and mailed out by the 
Presitent of the Union just a few days before Christmas must have reached our Contributors at an inoppor- 
tune time, because the returns, instead of bringing the Twelve Thousand Dollars necessary to complete the 
Silver Jubilee Fund of Fifty Thousand Dollars asked for, actually brought into the Treasury about Three Thou- 
sand. So we are compelled to report to our Readers a shortage of Nine Thousand Dollars. In other words, 
the Silver Jubilee Fund, collected since a year ago last August, has amounted to Forty-One Thousand Dol- 
lars instead of Fifty Thousand. 


Contributions to the Fund, however, will be continued until February Ist, and there is, therefore, just a 
bare chance that the full sum may yet be raised. 


The distribution of the diamond prizes will take place on January 31st and those who send in contributions 
to the Silver Jubilee Fund between now and that day will have a chance to win one of the Five Diamond Rings. 
The first ring contains a setting of two diamonds with an amethyst in the center. It will be especially valued by 
its recipient because it was an heirloom in the family of Mother Lurana Mary Francis, Foundress of the Fran- 
ciscan Sisters of the Atonement. The Second Prize is a Solitaire Diamond, unusually large, and its value, ac- 
cording to Tiffany is equal to the one just described. Ten shares will be allowed for every dollar sent in 


to the Jubilee Fund. 





THE FIRST EXEMPLAR OF THE UNION.-THAT- 
NOTHING-BE-LOST 


John Reid of Reidville, Waterbury, Connecticut, 
known as Brother Philip, T.S.A., died sixteen years 
ago, on January 30th, the day on which he was born, 
eighty-two years before. 

John Reid will ever live in the history of the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost as the man whom God endowed 
with the signal grace to exemplify in an eminent 
degree the rules of our Missionary Union, particularly 
the two which recommended the spending of “the 
minimum” of what we have upon self, that “the 
maximum” may be given to God and to those whose 
need is greater than our own, and “to use the same zeal 
and diligence in laying up treasure in heaven that the 
worldly wise do in accumulating treasure upon earth.” 

The story of how John Reid first came to Graymoor 
and how at a crucial hour in the history of the 
U.N. B. L. he mailed to the Father General his check 
for Five Thousand Two Hundred Dollars to begin the 
erection on the Mount of the Atonement of St. John’s 
House of Studies, now developed into our Atonemet 
College, has been often told in the pages of THE Lamp. 

He was faithful to his principles of economy and per- 
sonal self-denial to the very end. Just a few weeks 
before Mr. Reid died he had occasion to visit Gray- 
moor on a missionary errand, and he turned up un- 
heralded, as was usual with him, some time before 
noon in a greatly exhausted condition. Instead of com- 
ing comfortably by rail from Waterbury, he had crossed 
the country by trolley lines to save expense and in spite 
of his advanced age he travelled all night. 


We do not believe that America contains today a 
miser that is more penurious from motives of greed and 
love of money than this holy Servant of God was for 
the love of God, the missionary extension of the 
Church, and the salvation of souls. He was generosity 
itself when it came to giving away all that he had. Jt 
was only as far as John Reid personaily was concerned 
that he was so excessively stingy. 

Toiling with frugal thrift as a Connecticut farmer, 
he accumulated considerable sums of money which 
he deposited in the bank and then spent it all in 
gifts such as we have described above and in answer- 
ing appeals that he read in Catholic papers from Mis- 
sionaries at home and abroad. Anticipating his ap- 
proaching death, he parted with his last dollar and his 
joy was to transfer his little house and the fragments 
of his farm that still remained to him to the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost hoping that some day a school 
or a church might be erected upon that bit of ground, 
where God shall be worshipped and souls ministered 
unto. 

The Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost, coming, as we 
believe, as an inspiration from the mind and heart of 
Our Divine Redeemer, is fortunate in having had by the 
same Divine Providence such a glorious exponent of 
its principles in John Reid, Member of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost par excellence, and we have no doubt 
that John Reid, as Brother Philip, upon his arrival in 
Heaven discovered that he had amassed immense 
treasure in the Reserve Bank of Paradise and he is at 
this very moment one of the richest citizens of the 
heavenly Jerusalem. May his example inspire many 
members of the Union - That - Nothing - Be- Lost to 
emulate him. 
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For years THE Lamp has invited its Readers, both 
old and young, to join the Third Order of St. Francis 
of Assisi, under the Banner of the Atonement. 

The world is in chaos. The Youth of the world is 
active on many fronts, some of them are wrong fronts. 
Why is there this confusion of thought? Why is there 
this ever growing darkness of intellect and will? 
Because those that possess the Truth are not active 
enough in spreading it, by example first, by justice 
next, by good works, and indoctrination last. Francis- 
cans of the Third Order are especially fitted to be the 
ones to lead in all these matters. Does not the Holy 
Father tell us so? Does he not see in the Third Order 
a heaven-sent leaven between Catholics and Non- 
Catholics alike? The faithful 
practice of the rule alone would 
go a long way toward remedy- 
ing the world’s ills.

ello be satisfied with the 
“faithful practice” of the rule? 


We doubt it. For all who have 
drunk at the great fountain of 
love issuing forth from the 
heart of Saint Francis of Assisi, 
are fired with an all-consuming 
fire, or should be. They are 
sparks of the Holy Fire of 
Love, which can light the 
World and warm it. Are they 
going to hide this light under a 
bushel? and let it grow cold, 
while the world rushes to its 
destruction? No, indeed; not 
if we can help it. And there- 
fore we ORGANIZE. 

Starting with this issue, there 
will be an article a month, treat- 
ing the world’s problems from 
a Franciscan point of view. 
Advising, suggesting and help- 
ing, those that want to be on 
the front lines of Catholic 
Action. Our aim is a Brown 
Army of Tertiaries, an army of 
Charity. Ready to help and 
lead, to work and suffer, to pray 
and practice poverty—in atone- 
ment for the rich who have for- 
gotten they are their brother’s 


keepers, the poor, who are made so largely by the 
selfishness and greed of men who call themselves 
Christians, but are not. 

Catholic Youth, to you especially we call—join us! 
Write to us of your own problems and difficulties. Of 
the local conditions, that you might help to remedy, 
of your dreams and hopes. Let us build together a 
real Franciscan movement in the World. And chal- 
lenge it through Love. For if we are to fight Commu- 
nism—which we must amongst other things—we must 
start with ourselves, and first become Christians in the 
full sense of the word, then set forth in Love armed 
with Service and Knowledge of our Faith, to help 
the Communist —he is our brother —and fight his 

erroneous doctrine.

THE WAY OF ST. FRANCIS

The abomination of desola- 
tion is almost upon us. Look 
at the World. Millions have 
lost their faith. Millions more 
are on the verge of losing it, 
because their search for the 
Bread of Eternal Truth is left 
without answer. 

Wars and rumors of war are 
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at hand. Unrest and fear stalk the world. All is tur- 
moil and confusion of thought. Never was the world 
more hungry for Peace, more eager for Light, more 
ready for Truth. But we Catholics who can give the 
world what it seeks, what are we doing? Here and 
there a few arise and answer the anguished cali of the 
Holy Father, and that of the Hierarchy. But the 
majority of us go about our daily business, complacent 
and indifferent, forgetting that the inevitable day of 
reckoning on which they will meet their Maker, is 
never distant—and that then they WILL HAVE TO 
ANSWER, not only for their sins of commission, but 
also for those of omission—for the parable of the 
talents, is still a reality, even though the majority of 
us forget it. 

In the distant vista of centuries, we can see that 
there was a time of almost as grave difficulties as we 
have today, leaders of nations and people were 
perturbed at the great changes that were in their midst. 
In these days a Young Man appeared. He had nothing 
to show forth as far as this world’s goods are con- 
cerned. On the contrary, he was wretchedly poor, from 
choice; he went about preaching the love of God, his 
only weapons were Peace, Love, and the works of 
Mercy, and he changed the face of the world of his 
day. Brought it back to Christ, Who is the beginning 
of all things, and in Whose Commandments, and 
through Whose principles our present world would 
find the answer to all its bewildering problems. 

What was done in the thirteenth century can be done 
today. It is even easier, for the Little Man of Assisi, 
is still here to point the way. This is the age of Lay 
Catholic Action. He foresaw it too evidently when he 
founded the Third Order, that played such a great part 
in the regeneration of his time.

In such company the eyes and ears 
of the Tertiary are unsealed, and everywhere he begins 
to see opportunities to help his less fortunate brothers 
in Christ. Here by performing corporal works of 
mercy, there by doing some spiritual ones. 

By being a true Franciscan, he unconsciously 
influences all those around him, and little by little, he 
becomes the leaven the Holy Father spoke about, lift- 
ing the minds of those he meets to Christ. He has be- 
come a wonderful influence for good. Many vistas 
will open themselves before him, he will be able 
to engage perhaps in good works on a large scale, but 
even if he dees not, his works will be great though 


hidden. He will become a living challenge to Commu- 
nism, and that will be the most successful way to fight 
it. Others will follow him, and they will become a 
Franciscan nucleus in the community. Through him 
many will set their feet on the way of St. Francis, 
walking in peace and love. 

Great worldly leaders base their strength on Youth 
—for it has vision, courage, enthusiasm. So does 
Christ. He calls especially to Catholic Youth through 
the lips of His representative on earth—the Holy 
Father, to join the ranks of the Third Order.

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ST. ANTHONY’S LEGION AND THE NEW YEAR 


It is to be presumed that every Catholic started the 
New Year by attending Mass. This is in compliance 
with the law of the Church which designates the Feast 
of the Circumcision, a Holy Day of Obligation. But 
to all of us the beginning of the New Year is more or 
less a time of serious thought. The past is behind, 
the future is ahead, and thanks to the Infinite Good- 
ness of God we are living and able, to a certain extent, 
to plan our life for the coming year. 

As sincere Catholics most of us have resolved to 
live better lives during the New Year of grace open- 
ing before us. We intend to see to it that the Sunday 
and Holy Day Mass is not neglected. We intend to 
frequent the Sacraments more than we did last year. 
We intend to apply a more Christian spirit to our 
actions and even to our work, and as we plan, the 
thought of those near and dear to us is uppermost in 
our minds, and we resolve to be more attentive to those 
within our family circle. 

These are all laudable resolutions, but in the hustle 
and bustle of everyday life we are very apt to let them 
pass all too quickly from our minds and presently we 
find ourselves back in the same old routine.

Dear Friends of the Medical Missions: 

India has a population of over three hun- 
dred and sixty million people, and perhaps 
nowhere in the world does one find so much 
sickness and unnecessary suffering. Two 
MILLIon babies die annually under the age 
of two years. Hundreds of thousands of 
mothers are needlessly sacrificed. Many 
others survive but with a heritage of life-long 
ill health. Due to the death of so many 
young wives between the ages of fourteen 
and twenty-five, there are six million less 
women than men in the whole country. 

What a vast field for Medical Missions! 
Only the Sister Doctor or Nurse can reach 
the vast majority of these women, and be- 
cause she is a woman, and especially because 
she is a Doctor or Nurse, she has access where no 
others can penetrate.

Have the Gregorian Masses Said For Your Dead 


Wherever it lies within the financial capacity of our Catholic people to do so, they should make provision 
for a set of Gregorian Masses to be said as soon after the death of a member of the family as possible. 

St. Gregory the Great, who occupied the Pontifical Chair from 590 to 604, tells in his “Dialogues” that 
he caused Thirty Masses to be said on Thirty Consecutive Days for the repose of the soul of Justus, a monk 
who had died in his Convent of St. Andrew on Mt. Coelius in Rome. At the end of the Thirtieth Mass the 
deceased appeared to his brother Copious, who had assisted him as a physician in his last illness, and an- 
nounced that he had been delivered from the flames of Purgatory. 

In their “Lives of the Saints” the Bolandists also tell us that on the Thirtieth Day St. Gregory was him- 
self assured of the deliverance of the soul of Justus. An inscription in the Church of SS. Andrew and Greg- 
ory, erected on the spot of the dwelling of the holy Pontiff, confirms the fact. 

St. Gregory was further instructed by Divine Revelation upon the Efficacy of these Thirty Masses, and 
recommended the practice on many occasions. 

Pope Benedict XIII. extolled the pious practice. In a sermon he preached in 1720 in the Cathedral of 
Benevento, of which he was then Archbishop, he said: “The reason of the special utility of this custom lies 
in the merits of St. Gregory, who obtains by the great efficacy of his prayers the satisfactory virtue for these 
Thirty Masses.” The devotion to the Poor Souls which has grown considerably in our days has contributed 
to the vast increase of the custom of having the Gregorian Masses offered for the souls of the departed. They 
have proven of the Greatest Assistance to our Missionary Priests.
